A week or ten days ago the International News Service, one

The great life insurance 
companies have voiced confidence and-optimism. The railroads are 
hauling a greater volume of freight, their securities are at top notch 
and their executives arc eagerly preparing for big business. Taking 
the nation as a whole these things are true. Figures speak for them- 
selves. -There is indisputable proof that once more this nation is back 
to economy and fundamentals and that on this bedrock business is mov-. 
ing forward in well ordered formation.

. * In this region, however, we are inclined to look upon these predic- 
tions as being a wish, father to the thought. It is indeed hard to rec- 
oncile these outbursts of optimism and the array of figures showing 
increased production and giant tonnages hauled with conditions in this 
immediate vicinity where the coal industry is such a big factor.
